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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which-the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 18, 20-34, drawn to an isolated DNA fragment of Oryza sativa 
OSISAP1, a recombinant vector, transgenic plant or a method of increasing stress 
tolerance in a transgenic comprising said DNA fragment, and wherein said DNA 
fragment includes a sequence according to SEQ ID NO: 1 . 

Group II, claim 19, drawn to a polypeptide consisting an amino acid of SEQ ID NO: 2. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking Groups l-ll appears to be a DNA fragment of Oryza 
sativa which includes a sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 . However, Mukhopadhyay et al. 
(NCBI/EMBL, Sequence Accession No. AF1 40722 teach a nucleotide sequence which 
is identical in sequence to instant SEQ ID NO: 1. 

Therefore the technical feature linking the inventions of Groups l-ll does not 
constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not define 
a contribution over the prior art. 

Applicants are reminded that different nucleotide sequences and amino acid 
sequences are structurally distinct chemical compounds and are unrelated to one 
another. These genes encoding different types of enzymes are thus deemed to normally 
constitute different inventive concepts. 

The special technical feature of Group I is considered to be a DNA fragment of 
Oryza sativa OSISAP1 which includes a sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1. 

The special technical feature of Group II is considered to be a polypeptide 
consisting of an amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 2. 
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Accordingly, Groups l-ll are not so linked by the same or a corresponding special 
technical feature as to form a single general inventive concept. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
